They found Bell on 
Min street, going towards the Depiw House, 
where he intended taking the stage lor Corydon. 
He was immedii tely seized and taken to tiie 1 
wharf. On the ferry boat Adelaide were two sis 
tersof Bell, who. witi him, strut uously objected . 
to the seizure, and protested against the ferry . 
boat leavi. g. Tlie officers then drew their revolv- 
ers, and commanded the It in isot the b tat to pto- 
ceed with the trip. Of course they could not re- 
sist such form dable arguments, and acquiesced. 
Bell was accordingly brought to this city, lodged 
in jail, an I, it is said, on Saturday at midnight 
was conveyed to Brandenburg 

At the time < f the arrest, a irrcat m ijority of 
the people of New Albany were attending the 
fair. When the news was circulated, it created 
the most intense excitement The bells through- 
out the town were rung, vast crowds were col- 
lected, and all proceeded to the wharf. Theie a 
process was served upon Henry Tennison, pilot, 
and Dan Taylor, fireman, of the ferry boat Ade 
laide. They were arrested as accessories to the 
kidnapping of Bell, and held to bail in $504 each, 
to appear before the Mayor of New Albany, 
Tuesday morning at 9 o’clock.
